Flat Statement Made That Germans 


Are Not Advancing at Any Point. 


Along Battle Line. 


IS F A R FRO M B E IN G D E C IS IV E 


(By United Press.) 
Paris, Sept. 
11.— “ The 
Franco- 
English advance continue with dogged 
persistence. The offensive operations 
are of the most effective character. 
The British markmanship is deadly 
and is proving 
wonderfully 
effec­ 
tive,” was an official statement is­ 
sued today. 


For the first time today the 
flat 
statement was made officially that 
at no point on the line were the Ger­ 
mans advancing. 
This caused great 
rejoicing for it had 
been 
believed 
the war office f a s withholding bad 
news regarding the French center. 


The Germans have 
been 
hurled 
back 50 to 75 kilometers (37 to 47 


miles) on the French left while the 
supreme efforts of the enormous Ger­ 
man forces on the right have failed. 
The Germans have been unable to 
advance a single yard since Septem­ 
ber fi, the statement said. 


The battle is still far from being 
decisive. 


General Gallieni announced today 
that the 
British-French 
offensive 
movement on the North continues 
unchecked. 
The Germans continue 
to retreat in the face of a superior 
force, the French troops having been 
reinforced from the army of defense 
of Paris. 


The military 
governor, 
however, 
added nothing to tin1 details made 
public at midnight at Bordeaux. 
Ilis 
statement, issued at 10:30 was 
in 
effect a duplication of that declara­ 
tion. 
It 
merely stated that 
the 
French and British 
are now 
well 
across the Marne and are pressing 
the retreating Germans hard, mean­ 
while taking many 
prisoners 
and 
guns. 
The battle in the centre continues 
without definite result and accord­ 
ing to General Gallieni both sides 
are constantly receiving reinforce­ 
ments. 
German reinforcements are being 
hurled in enormous number to the 
center of the present battle field. Re­ 
ports from the front emphasize that 
the critical position so far as the 
allies are concerned in the territory 
in the vicinity of Vitry-Le-Franeois 
through Cenicourt almost to Verdun. 
The British-French left continues 
to sweep the Germans back north of 
the Marne. 
They have shortened 
their lines pending the arrival of re­ 
inforcements but the British attack 
continues with almost uninterrupt­ 
ed success. 
If the French finally 
crush the attack at the centre of the 
present British movement 
will 
be 
successful as it will clear all western 
France of the Germans. 
But if the 
centre breaks the German menace 
will immediately become great. 
That the.Germans have no inten­ 
tion of retreating under present cir­ 
cumstances is shown by the official

R u s ­ 
sian forces in east Prussia are re­ 
tiring on a new defensive position t<> 
meet an attack by a large German 
army which has just arrived from 
the west. 
This force 
is 
reported 
here to be made up of several Ger­ 
man army corps withdrawn from the 
French front and more than 200,000 
members of the second line. 
They 
are heavily supported with artillery 
and it is believed here that the great 
Eastern 
German 
fortresses 
have 
been denuded of their fighting forces 
to increase the forces 
in a 
general 
assault on the Russian columns. The 
Russians are retiring slowly to posi­ 
tions previously selected and the war 
office states that a great battle is 
impending. 
The Russian advance guard, made 
up chiefly of 
cavalry, 
finding 
the 
Germans in great force in the Lake 
Mauer region, has withdrawn on the 
main column. 
It is stated that R us­ 
sian reinforcements have been sent 
forward and that the Russian right 
army is to be strengthened immedi­ 
ately. 
It is declared this movement 
will in no way 
interfere 
with 
the 
campaign 
against 
the 
Austrians 
which is being pressed with a great 
battle now in progress in Galicia. 
The Austrians 
have 
been 
very 
strongly reinforced by the Germans 
is admitted. 
There are reported 1° 
be not less than five army corps of 
first line German troops now fighting 
with the Austrians along a battle 
line that extends from Tomaszow. al­ 
most on 
the 
Russian-Polnml-Aus- 
trian frontier, southward in an ir­ 
regular line through Rawa Ruska, 
then west of Lemberg to the Dneister 
river country. 
This force, which ha.- 
been on the defensive after the de­ 
lusive defeats at Lemberg and Rawa

While this battle is in progress the 
Russian troops invading East P rus­

have 
also engaged

all along the line. Here too the Ger­

Lebanon schools opened last Mon­ 
day and Mr. Smelser will take up his 
duties there immediately. 
Mr. Sm elsers new position carries 
with it a salary of $1,200 
a year.

Although the school board and 
high school faculty regretted to see 
him leave, they were pleased that he 
receievd such a promotion.

War Office Asserts Germans Are As­ 


suming the Offensive in East 


Against Prussia.

(By United Press.) 
Berlin, Via The Hague, Sept. 11.— 
It was admitted here today that the 
kaiser and the German general staff 
have been in danger from a Belgian- 
French bomb attack by aviators. 
They are 
directing the 
general 
campaign against France from 
the 
German legation in Luxemburg, cap­ 
ital of the grand duchy of Luxem­ 
burg. This was known to the French 
and Belgians and a few nights ago it 
is admitted Belgian and French avia­ 
tors flew over the city and attempted 
to drop bombs on the legation build­ 
ing. 
Four b o m b s fell near it but it 
is stated they did no damage. 
In order to forestall another a t­ 
tempt, however, 
searchlights 
have 
been mounted and aviators are con­ 
stantly on watch. 
The kaiser is personally directing 
the 
general 
offense 
against 
the 
French. 
Field telegraph lines have 
been constructed from the legation 
building in Luxemburg directly to the 
front. Every move made is reported 
at once. Occasionally the kaiser and 
the general staff in 
their 
automo­ 
biles, make personal examinations of 
the advanced positions, although the 
emperor has not as yet gone to the 
actual firing line. 
The situation 
in Berlin is 
un­ 
changed. It wras admitted in the of­ 
ficial bulletins published la>t 
night 
that the German right wing had been 
compelled to retire in the face of an 
overwhelming and superior force of 
French and English. 
At 
all 
other 
points, however, it i> stated the Ger­ 
man attack continues with important 


s u c c e s s e s reported. 
The situation in the east is repor­ 
ted improving. 
German first 
line 
troops are now attacking the R u s ­ 
sians, who have been unable to ad­ 
vance their lines at any point 
on 
Prussian territory. 
In addition re­ 
inforcements have been sent to 1 lie 
aid of the Austrians who have as­ 
sumed the offensive in the territory 
north of Lemberg. 
The German tro o p s ' now hold the 
Mazur Lake region and have routed 
the Russian advance columns that 
have been operating in this vicinity. 
Everywhere in the east it i> stated 
the German armies are now assuming 
the offensive. There has been no a t­ 
tempt to withdraw’ on the fortified 
positions as up to the present it h a s 
been possible to hold the Russian ad­ 
vance in the open. Should the Czar’s 
forces become overwhelming, how-

Other French soldiers sing as they 
march. There is usually one man in 
a command who has a reperorv of 
marching songs, popular and senti­ 
mental airs, lie strikes up the first 
bar and the others join in. A soldier 
writing of the inarch said: 
“When we pass through a village 
the people come out of their doors 
and look at u s gravely and quietly 
but do not speak. 
The women, no 
doubt are thinking of other s o ld ie rs 
and men of their own families. 
All 
along the route they place b u c k e ts 
of water mixed with a little wine or 
rum. 
We are forbidden to halt and 
it is not easy to till a mug and drink 
without getting 
out of 
step. 
To 
make it easier the women hold the 
buckets on their knees so we may fill 
our mugs a s we p a s s without stopp­ 
ing.

In all sections of the Mississippi 
Valley and particularly in Indiana, 
anti-tuberculosis workers are hop­ 
ing for a great conference on “The 
White Plague” at St. Louis, October 
0, 7 and 8. 
The preliminary program for the 
three days session 
indicate s 
that 
the conference will, in 
more ways 
than one, take on the nature of a 
“round table” at which the men and 
women in the “trenches” will meet on 
common ground to talk over prob­ 
lems of their everyday life. 
The 
problem of the “careless consump­ 
tive” who endangers the health of 
everyone with whom he comes in 
contact, the value of “tag days”, the 
rural nursing problem, the education 
of the children concerning tubercul­ 
osis prevention, clinic and san ato r­ 
ium treatm ent, the necessity for reg­ 
istration of consumptives as is done 
in other infectious diseases, whether 
or not the consumptives should be 
quarantined as is now done 
with 
victims of 
small-pox, 
and 
many 
other topics of interest to every citi­ 
zen as well as 
to 
anti-tuberculosis 
workers in particular, will be dis­ 
cussed. 
W hether a house which 
sh e lters 
a consumptive 
should 
be 
placarded as is now done in small­ 
pox diphtheria, typhoid, measles and 
other diseases, not nearly so dead­ 
ly as tuberculosis, is not the least 
important of the subjects on the pro­ 
gram. 
In Indiana, the result of this con­ 
ference will have a great deal to do 
with the pressing of legislation that 
is believed to be needed if this state 
is to take drastic 
a rd 
immediate 
steps to control this plague wh;eh 
in 1913 wiped out the lives of 4,108 
of our neighbors. 
The 
sixty 
odd 
anti-tuberculosis societies in Indiana 
should send ample representation to 
St. Louis and use every endeaver to 
bring the 1915 
conference to this 
state. 
The importance of such a 
gathering of crusaders against the 
“white plague”, coming as they do 
from more than twenty states, would 
no doubt, be reflected in an increas­ 
ed interest by the laity in this great 
campaign for the common good.

Sept. 11.—One of the 
most 
vivid 
ones

is been received during the war, 
- reached here in a letter from a 
wounded Frenchman to a friend in 
London. 
“I 
am in t he field 
hospital now 
with 
a nice little hole in 
my left 
shoulder,” the wounded man wrote, 
“My shoulder feels much as if some 
playful joker had touched it with a 
lighted cigar.” 
Describing the fight in which he 
was wounded, the Frenchman wrote: 
“Since sometime the 
rattling 
of 
volleys is audible. 
Then at a dis­ 
tance a heavy detonation of a gun 
is heard. 
Arrived at the crest we 
drop ourselves, and there, right in 
front of us, on the 
opposite hills, 
and 
making for the 
plain between 
them, are the enemy, engaged in a 
fight with a division of 
the allied 
troops. 
“I can distinctly see the German 
artillerymen moving about the guns 
the heavy report is re-echoed by the 
surrounding hills. 
It is strange but 
in the face of death and destruction, 
I catch myself trying to make out 
where the shell had fallen, as if I 
am an interested spectator at a rifle 
competition, I am not the only one. 
I see many curious faces around me, 
bearing expressions full of interest, 
just as if the owners (*f the respec­ 
tive faces formed the auditorium of 
a highly entertaining theatrical per­ 
formance, without having anything 
to do with the play itself. 
“The human mind is a curious and 
complicated thing. 
Now 
that 
we 
were shooting at the enmy and often 
afterwards in the midst of a fierce 
battle, I heard some remark 
made 
or funny expression used which prov­ 
ed that the speaker’s thoughts were 
far from realizing the terrible facts 
around him. 
It has nothing to do 
with the heartleSsness or anything 
like that. 
I don’t know what it is. 
Perhaps I shall have an opportunity 
to philosophize on i t ‘later. 
“ Volley after volley we sent in the 
direction of the enemy.

“A rain of hostilities passed over 
our heads. 
Instinctively we stoop­ 
ed, although when one hears the bill­ 
et it has passed already.

us the first time we are met with a 
hail of bullets. 
We suddenly feel a s 
if attacked by fever, but this feei­ 
ng very soon leaves us. 
“The earth was shaken by the in- 
‘ssant cannonading, and 
the air 
is torn by continous rattling rifle 
fire. 
A comrade on my right stumb­ 
led dropped forward without utter­ 
ing a soung, killed by a shot in the 
breast. 
A man in front of me threw 
his arms up, fell struggled to his feet 
and fell again. 
“A shell exploded near us, follow­ 
ed by a terrible cry. Five of us were 
lying dead in a little square. 
One 
man had both legs blown away and 
was still alive, conscious and im­ 
ploring us to kill him.

ran past stopped, and a short look 
at the man, shot him through the 
heart.

Battered Forts of Liege Tomb 
For Thousands of Brave Men

the British Censor)— The 
battered 
forts of Liege, for days the admira­ 


tion of the entire civilized world be­ 
cause of their heroic defense by Gen­ 
eral Leman, are the tomb of thou­ 
sands of brave 
men. 
Once repre­ 
senting man’s greatest ingenuity a s 
a defensive position, they are today 
great ruins of broken concrete and 
twisted steel. 
Deep in the ruins are 
the bodies of many of the defenders, 
as few survived the fire of the dead­ 
ly German siege guns. 
It is almost 
impossible to approach them so hor­ 
rible is the stench from the decom­ 
posed bodies of some of the bravest 
soldiers that ever fought in battle. 


Accompanied by Lieut. Comman­ 
der Cherardi naval attache at Ber­ 
lin and Surgeon Ohnesorge of Phil­ 
adelphia, I was today permitted 
to 
inspect the ruins of the various forts. 
Not one survived the terrible rain of 
explosive' from the new 42 centime­ 
tre siege 
which are the latest 
produci >■ 
foundry. That 
Liege was 
a old out at all 
was due entirely to tlit* failure <»f the 
German commander to have 
these 
guns brought from the rear.

The guns were mounted five miles 


in the rear of the forts. 
Yet 
so 
aeeuraely had the German aviators 
located the forts that hardly a shot 
missed. They dropped repeatedly on 
the twelve foot steel turrets which

The disaster to the Austrian forces 
in Galicia is growing daily. 
It is al­ 
most certain that Germany cannot 
count on the help of effective Aus- 
train persistanee to prolong her own 
campaign. 
The Austrian army has crumpled 
at the first clash, even more quick­ 
ly than the 
Germans hoped the 
French troops would do. 
That this 
has l)ccn due to extraordinary strat­ 
egic and tactical ability on the part 
of Russia, the previous collapse of 
the first Russian offensive in East 
Prussia disproves.

Autumn Is Best Season of Year 
To Select Seed Corn, Says Expert 


Autumn is the time to prepare for 
a profitable corn crop the following 
season. 
At this time the 
seed 
is 
most abundant and the 
very 
best 
can be obtained before it lias been 
in any way reduced in vitality. Many 
let the opportunity pass, 
expecting 
to purchase their seed corn in the 
spring, but the United States 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture’s specialist 
in charge of corn investigations ad ­ 


vises that the autumn is the best time 
to select good seed. 


The best place for the farm er to 


obtain seed corn is from fields on his 
own farm, or in his 
neighborhood, 
that were planted with 
a 
variety 
which has 
generally 
proved 
most 
successful 
in 
that' 
locality. 
Of 
course, if a community has an ex­ 
perienced and honest corn 
breeder 
on whom it may rely, the seed corn 
may lie obtained from him. 
The corn breeder who has demon­ 
strated year after year the superior­ 
ity of his corn will demand a special 
price for his superior 
seed. 
Such 
corn breeders are improving corn as 
cattle breeders have improved cattle. 
He lias used special 
methods 
th at 


f a r m e r s generally have not time to 
apply. 
Five dollars a bushel is not 
too much to pay and will be a profit­ 
able bargain for both parties. 
By far too many 
consider 
seed 
good simply because it will grow. To 
be first class, seed must be— 
1. 
Well adapted to the seasonal 
and soil conditions where it is to be 
planted. 


2. 
Grown on productive plants of 
a productive variety. 
3. 
Well matured, 
and 
preserved

in a m anner that will retain its full 
vigor. 


The importance of the three re ­ 
quirements just enumerated has been 
demonstrated experimentally by the 
Department’s Office of Corn Investi­ 
gation'-. 
The results given briefly, as 
enumerated, are as follows: 


1. 
For a series of five years, 12 
well-bred varieties were tested in 10 
Northern, States, equivalent lots of 
seed being used in each State. 
Yu- 
rieties that produced most in some 
states were among the 
poorest in 
others. 


2. 
Seed ears taken from the high­ 
est 
yielding 
rows 
of 
ear-to-row 
breeding plats have repeatedly pro­ 
duced better than seed ears 
taken 
from poorer yielding rows. Seed ears 
from the best producing stalks found 
in a general field produced 
more 
than seed ears taken without con­ 
sidering the productiveness 
of 
the 
parent stalks. 


3. 
Four bushels o f ears were di­ 
vided into two equal parts, one part 
being well taken care of 
and 
the 
other placed in a barn a s corn is or­ 
dinarily cribbed. 
The well-preserved 
seed gave a yield on poor soil 12 per 
cent higher than the poorly p r e s e r v ­ 
ed and 27 per cent, higher on fertile 
soil, notwithstanding the fact 
that 
both lots of seed germinated equally 
well. 


At corn-ripening time drop all oth­ 
er business and select an abundance 
of seed corn. 
The process is too im­ 
portant to he conducted incidently 
while husking. 
When selecting seed 
corn give the process your entire a t­ 
tention. 
Get the very best that is to 
be had and preserve it well, and your 
increased yields will return you more 
profit than any other work you can 
do on your farm. 
The only proper wav to select seed 
corn is from 
the 
stalks 
standing 
where they grow, a s soon as ripe and 
before the first hard freeze. 
A> soon as 
the 
crop 
ripens, 
go 
through the field with 
seed-picking 
hags and husk the 
cars from 
the 
stalks that have produced the most 
corn without having any special a d ­ 


va n ta g e s, such a s space, moisture, or 
fertility. 
Avoid tHr large ears on 


sta lk s standing singly with an u n u s ­ 
ual amount of space around them. 
Preference should 
be 
given 
the 
plants that 
have 
produced 
most 
heavily in competition with 
a 
full 
stand t f less productive plants. 
In all localities the inherent ten­ 
dency of the plant to produce heav­ 
ily of sound, dry, shelled corn is of 
most importance. 
Late-m aturing plants with 
ears 
which are heavy because of an ex­ 
cessive amount .of sap should be ig­ 
nored. 
Sappiness greatly increases 
the weight and is likely to destroy 


the quality. 
In many sections this 
fact is not sufficiently appreciated. 
In 
the 
Central 
and 
Southern 
states, all other things being equal, 
short, thick stalks, are preferable. 
Short stalks are not so easily blown 
down and permit thicker 
planting. 
Thick stalks are not so easily broken 
down and in general are more pro­ 
ductive than slender ones. 
1 he tendency for corn to produce 
suckers is hereditary. 
Other things 
being equal, seed should 
be 
taken 
from stalks that have no suckers. 
The same day seed corn is gather­ 
ed the husked ears should be put in 
a dry place where there is free circu­ 
lation of air, and placed in such a 
mgnner that the ears do not 
touch 
each other. 
Good 
seed 
is 
often 
ruined because 
it is 
thought 
dry 
euohgh when gathered and the pre­ 
caution mentioned is considered un­ 
necessary. Many 
farm ers 
believe 
that their autumns are so dry th at 
such care is superfluous. 
Seed corn 
in every locality gathered at ripening 
time will he benefited by drying as 
suggested. 
If left in the husk long 
after ripening it may sprout or mil­ 
dew during warm, wet weather or be­ 
come infested with weevils. 
rl he* vitality of seed is often reduc­ 
ed by leaving it in a sack or in a 
pile tor even a day after gathering. 
During warm weather, 
with 
some 
moisture* in the cobs and kernels, the 
ears heat or mildew in a remarkably 
short time. 
The Department 
of 
Agriculture 
has a bulletin that gives in ele*tail the 


be*st manner of treatm ent for corn 
after it is gathered. The bulletin al­ 
so describes how sc*e«l corn should 
be stored during the winter and tests 
of the germination of seed com. The 
bulletin may be had free by those 
who request Farm ers’ Bulletin, No.
